Thence they probably will go soon to a point 
near the front. All the troops are in excellent shape, enthusiastic over the successful trip and their

GERMANS STOPPED FIRING TO 
LET BRITISH GET WOUNDED MAN 


Dog Sent 
Which Was Granted; Fighting 
Then Resumed. 

BEHIND THE BRITISH LINES IN 
FRANCL, June 27.—In a section of the 
line where there has been some pretty 
severe fighting this week, the British 
aud German front trenches are only 
yards apart. A Scotch soidier left bad- 
'y wounded in this narrow stretch of 
No Man's Land moaned so piteously 
that the British front line officer could 
ecarcely restrain his men from certain 
death in attempting to boring him in. 
While the officer was trying hard to 
think of some plan for rescuing the 
wounded man, his eye fell on a stray 
dog which had been fraternizing fur 
several days with soldiers in both Ge-- 
man and English lines, tinding friend.

He quickly wrote a note, “Will you 
allow us to bring our man in?” and tied 
it around the dog's neck, sending him 
across to the German lines with the 
message.

commercial shipping to make it ready to ambush the American

in 1909. In March, 1915, he was made a brigadier-general. 

He is one of the most distinguished engineers in the army, and 
one of the builders of the Panama Canal. It is expected that he 
will be in command of all the engineers to be sent to France. 

President Wilson in May directed that a division of reguler 
troops, about 25,000 men, with a regiment of marines, about 2500 
men, proceed to France. Major-General Pershing, who will com- 
mand the American expeditionary force, has been in France with 
his staff and a number of orderlics for some time.

Germans Making Determined 
Stand in Ruins of Lens 


Important Coal City Virtually Destroyed to Give Greater Play to 
Teuton Guns as British Press Closer to Stronghold.

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, June 26.—lInside a salient 


somewhat resembling the shape of a 
dog's head, the Germans are hanging 
on to the important city of Lens, ap- 
parently determined to hold until the 
last hope goes. The Canadians took 
La Coulotte at 7 o'clock Tuesday 
morning, their pat.ols pushing on 
eastward toward Avion, while other 
British troops advanced down the 
eastern slope of Hill 65. La Couwlotte 
is one mile south of Lens. 

The Germans have extended the floods 
with water from the River Souchez un- 
til the plain between Avion and Lens is 
well covered. The mill city on the west- 
ern fringe of Lens has been razed by 
order of the German higher command, 
s© that the machine guns may have a 
clean sweep at the British as they ap- 
proach. 

Lens itself is a mass of ruins. The 
walis still stand, but the city is roofless, 
making airpiane photographs recemble a 
bird’s-eye view of Pompeii. 

Whole rows of houses have been iev- 
eled so that the field guns may obtain 
wider ranges. The entire city has been 
converted into a German fortress, in 
which each ruined house is a machine 
gun emplacement and every cellar and 
subcellar a refuge. 

For weeks the British refrained. from 
shelling Lens, but the Ge ns, taking 
advantage of the sentiment staying the 
hands of the English, brought their guns 
into the town, razed the houses about 
the gun pits and then blazed away safe- 
ly. Recently. therefore, the British, guns 
have trained their sights on the gun po- 
sitions hidiivwn in the mining capital. The 
German losses in the Lens salient are 
heavy, and new drafts are constantly 
demanded. Prisoners say they had been 
promised peace definitely by September.

“According to infofmation now at 
hand, among the positions which we 
captured on that day in the ‘cavern 
of the dragon,’ more than 100 meters 
wide and about 300 meters deep, which 
had been converted into a veritable fort- 
ress. This cavern, with numerous exits 
and openings from which machine guns 
were fired, constituted an armed posi- 
tion and point of departure for enemy 
troops in making counter attacks. 

“A considerable amount of war ma- 
terial was stored there, including 
nije machine guns in good condi- 
tion, equipment for more than 300 
numerous rifles, ammunition 
depots and elec.. - searchlights and 
a hospital celief outpost which fel] 
into our hands The number of 
prisoners counted has reached 340, of 
whom six were officers.

City Counselor Daues will begin to- 
day the draft of an,.ordinance in 
which will be embodied the terms and 
conditions on which the city will dis- 


continue the tax of a mill per pas- 
senger oweds by the United Railways 
Company and validate the company’s 
franchise for 30 or 50 years. — 

Meantime Director of Public Util- 
ities Hooke and C. E. Smith, consult- 
ing engineer, as the city’s represan- 
tatives, and President McCulloch of 
the United -Railways, and another 
official to be selected by him, will de- 
termine the point to which the cor- 
poration’s present capitalization shall 
be reduced, the rate of earnings to 
be allowed and the proportion in 
which the net surplus is to be divided. 

Mayor Kiel announced yesterday 
that he will send a special message 
to the Board of Aldermen Friday, re- 
questing that the legislators remain 
in session until the agreement with 
the United Railways, the bill au- 
thorizing a municipal garbage plant 
and one calling an election for a bond 
issue of $18,840,000 are passed. 

The ordinance which Counselor 
Daues will prepare will be submitted 
to the next meeting of the joint con- 
ference in the Mayor's office the eve- 
ning of July 6. 

Agreement on Demands. 

The demands in the city’s proposals 

on which agreement was reached at 


ways representatives and city offi- 
cials yesterday were: 

That the company shall receive 
an indeterminate franchise for a 
period of not exceeding 50 years 
under the provisions of the char- 
ter, which require that the grant 
shall be subject to alteration, 
amendment or repeal, and that 
the city shall have the option of 
acquiring the United Railways 
property at the end of the first 
10 years and of each five years 
thereafter, at the valuation to 
be fixed in the agreement, plus 
the cost of improvements, ex- 
tensions and other such items. . 

That the city shall have repre- 
sentation of three or four of its 
officials on the company’s board of 
11 directors. 

That the city shall have,*in addi- 
tion to its directors, an ‘‘associate 
president,’ who, with the company’s 
chief executive, shall constitute a 
board of control in charge of the 
management, extension and opera- 
tion of the Company’s lines and of 
its service. 

That the company shall reduce 
its present capitalization of $104,- 
000,000, and that the city shall have 
a share of the net surplus, after 
operating expenses, charges for in- 
terest and sinking funds and certain 
other items are deducted. 


Capitalization and Earnings. 
It was first intended that the protocol 
discussed yesterday should fix the com 
pany’s new capitalization at not more 
than $60,000,000, and that the rate of 


earnings on this amount should be 6 
per cent, with a further provision that 
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the conference of the United Rail-y» 
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posals is as follows: 


1. The mi’l tax ordinance shall be 
repealed on the date when the new 
agreement becumes operative, and 
shall be paid in full, with accrued in- 
terest, up to that time. 

2. For the accrued mili tax and in-

SUIT AGAINST UNITED FRUIT CO. 


Party to Anti-Trust Law Conspiracy 
Has No Redress for Loss by Action 
of Co-Conspirators. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 27.—Sustain- 
ing & verdict of the United States ‘Dis- 
trict Court in favor of the United Fruit 
Co., in the $15,000,000 suit of the Blue- 
fields Steamship Co., Limited, of Lou- 
isiana, undor the Sherman anti-trust act, 
Judge Woolley, in the United States Cir- 
cult Court 0° Appeals here, today ruled 
that “‘a party to a conspiracy against 
the trust laws has no redress against 
the other party to the agreement if it 
is injured or suffers loss by the actions 

of its co-conspirators.”’ 

“In sustaining its averment that the 
Cefendant “as an unlawful combination 
in restraint of trade,”’ said the Court's 
opinion, “the plaintiff showed that it 
was itself a party to that combination 
and a part of the monopoly.’’ 

The suit was based on the allegation 
that the Un:tea Fruit Co. obtained stock 
control of the steamship company soon 
after it began business in the banana 
regions of Blue Fields, Nicaragua, 
eventually kading to the dissolution of 
the plaintiff's business.

about $50,000 starting Knauft in business

| Mrs. Konauft testified that she spent 
these large sums on her husband to 
keep him in gocd humor. She averred 


that, ‘‘just to show that he was boss,” 
he disarranged tne household furniture 
and interfered in the kitchen. She czlse 
alleged that he would criticise the man 
ner in which she dressed, although he 
did not pay for her clothes, and that he 
humiliated her by saying all she was 
good for was “to play cards with fool 
women.”’ 

That part of the testimony dealing 
with her expenditure of large sums of 
money on her husband disclosed, accorc- 
ing to Mrs. Knauft's statements, that 
she loaned him $30,000 to $40,000 to start a 
building business, which was a failure. 
This money was borrowed from the Ger- 
man Savings Institution, she testified, 
and is secured by her note. Another 
transaction, she said, was the sale of 
52 shares of insurance stock to procure 
$12,000, which she gave her husband to 
pay a debt at the Mercantile Trust 
Co. 

Mrs. Knauft is a daughter of the late 
John Wahl, who was a commission mer- 
chant and president of the German Sav- 
ings Institution. He died seven years 
ago, leaving an estate of $300,000. 

The plaintiff's maiden name was re- 
stored. She and Knauft separated last 
September. He is in St. Paul, Minn. 

Wahl left the bulk of his estate in 
trust for his wife, who is still living. At 
her death the property is to go to her 
children, including Mrs. Knauft, or 
their heirs. John S. Leahy, Mra. 
Knauft’'s attorney, said each of the chil- 
dren received about $60,000 outright by 
their father’s will.

for an army of 3,000,000 to 4,000,000. 

“To be sure, for the present America 
will be satisfied with 600,000, but even 
in this case, if no change of method 
takes place, many years will pass, per- 
haps a generation, before 600,000 men 
are drummed together. The San Fran- 
cisco Examiner prints the photograph 
of the man in Monterey who has en- 
listed. Here most strikingly is shown 
the failure of recruiting, for Monterey 
should yield 400 to 30 young men. The 
result of the recruiting campaign is 
such a sorry one there is not the slight- 
est prospect of success for the voluntary 
recruiting system."’

Wants War: Ended. Without De- 
cisive Victory for Either 
of Belligerents. 


WILL WORK TO THAT END 


Declares in Resolutions Against 
Germany by With- 
drawal From Cenflict. 


PETROGRAD, June 27.—A resolution 
categorically rejecting any move for a 
Seperate peace between Gérmany and 
Russia has been adopted by an over- 
whelming majority of the Congress of 
Workmen's and Soldiers’ deputies of all 
‘Russia. The resolution at the same time 
declares that restoration of peace at the 


earliest possible day is the mrost im- 
portant need of the Russian revolution- 
ary democracy. 

The text of the resolution, which was 
proposed by revolutionary Socialists and 
the Minimalist Social Democrats, fol- 
lows: 

‘The present war arose in consequence 
of aspirations of imperialists prevail- 
ing among the ruling classes of all coun- 
tries, and tending toward the usurpa- 
tion of markets and submission to their 
ecouomic and political influence of small 
and decadent nations. The war is lead- 
ing to complete exhaustion of the peo- 
ples of all countries, and is placing the 
Russian revolution on the edge of the 
rrecipice. While making millions of 
victims and absorbing billions of the 
wealth of the country, it threatens to in- 
crease still more the disorder in which 
Russia was left by the old regime, lead- 
ing to famine and turning the country 
from productive labor for consolidation 
of its newly won liberty. 

Ending of War First Problem, 

“The congress recognizes consequent- 
ly that the struggle for more rapid 
ending of the war constitutes the most 
important problem for the revolutionary 
democracy—a problem imposed as much 
id the interests of the revolution as by 

e aspirations of the workers of all 
ceuntries to put an end to mutual ex- 
termination and restore their fraternal 
union for the common struggle for com- 
plete liberation of humanity. 

“The Congress recognizes first, that 
ending the war by ‘means of the defeat 
of one of the belligerents would const}. 
tute the point df departure fe fresi 
wars, increase dissension amang. the 
nations and lead them to complete ex- 
haustion, famine and ruin; second, that 
& Separate peace would strengthen one 
of the belligerents and give it the pos- 
sibility of gaining a decisive victory 
over the others, would strengthen aspi- 
rations towards usurpation by the ruling 
classes, and while iiberating Russa 
from the group of world-wide imerial- 
istn, would hinder international unifics- 
tion of workers. 

‘“Consequent'’,, the Congress 
rically rejects every policy tending i 
fact to the conclusion of a separate 
peace, or to its prelude, a separate ar 
mistice.”’ 

Tte Workmen's and Soldiers’ deputies 
will send a delegation to Sweden, France 
and England to prepare for the convo- 
cation of an international conference or. 
the basis of the program adopted by 
the Executive Committee. 


Previous Resolutions. 

The resolutions previously adopted by 
the meeting say that the congress con- 
siders it. indispensable that the pro- 
visional Government forthwith take ev- 
ery measure to accelerate the revision 
of treaties with entente allied Govern- 
ments, with a view to categorical de+ 
nunciation of any usurpation policy and 
putting into practice the foreign policy 
cutlined by the démocracy. They cali 
for the speedy overhauling and demo- 
cratization of the personnel of the Min- 
istry of Foreign Affairs and the diplo- 
matic body. 

They also,declare that the war will 
not be ended by the efforts of interna- 
tional democracy alone. They say the 
Russian revolutionary democracy must 
in every way contribute to the reinforee- 
ment of the fighting strength of the 
army—which must be both offensive and 
defensive, because the breaking of the 
Russian front would mean the defeat of 
the revolution and prove a fatal blow to 
the entire cause of international democ- 
racy. The congress especially consid- 
ers that the question of an offensive 
should be settled exclusively from the 
viewpoint of purely military and 
strategic considerations. 

The Cossacks’ congress has passed a 
resolution expressing full eonfidence in 
the provisional Government and assur- 
ing the Government that the Cossacks 
throughout Russia will strongly support 
its efforts to suppress anarchy and at- 
tempts at a counter-revolution. 

The deciaration of the Ukraine Nation- 
al Assembly, claiming autonomy for 
Ukraine without separation from the 
rest of Russia, has been communicated 
to the Ukraine Military Congress.

RUS SELL TELLS WORKMEN AND 
SAILORS WHY U, $. ENTERED WAR 


Socialist Member Commission to 
Russia Greeted With Ap- 
plause by Body. 
PETROGRAD, June 27.—Charies Ed- 
ward Russell, Socialist and a member 
of the American commission, outlined 
the aims of the United States and the 
reasons which brought the country into 
the war before a full council of Work- 
men’s and Soldiers’ delegates Monday 
afternoon, Russell was warned in ad- 
vance that he might expect an unfriend- 
ly demonstration on the part of the ex- 
tremists among his auditors, but for the 
most part his hearers were sympathetic 
and often interrupted the speaker with 
applause. Ruasell was told he was the 
only foreigner who had addressed the

RUSSIAN BILL PROVIDES FOR 


FREEDOM OF CONSCIENCE 


Rights 
Longer Depend on 
Religion. 

PETROGRAD, June 2%7.—The Ministry 
of the Interior has submitted to tha 
provisional Government a bill estab- 
lishing freedom of conscience in which 
it is proclaimed that possession of civil 
and political rights no longer depend 
on religion. For a change of religion, 
official permission will not be needed. 
Up to nine years of age a child's re- 
ligion is determined by its parents, if 
there is disagreement, the child takes 
the mother’s religion. Over 9 years of 
age the religion cannot be changed 
without the consent of the child itself. 
Over 17 years religion can be changed 
without the parents’ or guardian's con- 
sent. 

Another reform provides for cotirts of 
administration for the protection of a 
citizen against illegalities of officials of 
the central Government or of local seif- 
governing bodies. 

The. Minister of public tnstruction has 
submitted a bill proclaiming complete 
freedom of teaching. Heretofore, the 
ministry determined who could and who 
could not teach in private families.

Bonar Law Tells House of Commons It Is “Ob- 
vious Duty” of Government to Take Action 


With Regard to Those Specially Accused. 


LONDON, June 27.—Andrew Bonar 
Law, member of the British War Coun- 
cil, was bombarded in ihe House of 
Commons this afternoun with questioas 
regarding the action the Government in- 
tended to take against those accused of 
culpability in the repert on the Meso- 
potamia expedition, made public last 
night in the blue book. He replied tha‘ 
re would rather make no statement un- 
til the house should have time to con- 
sider the report, but “it was the ob- 
vious duty of the Government to take 
immediate action with regard to those 
who specially were accused of culpabil- 
ity.”’ ! 

Asked by Joseph King, Liberal, wheth- 
er Baron Hardinge, formerly Governor- 
General and Viceroy of India, was still 
in a position of great authority at the 
Foreign Office, Bonar Law replied: 
“These questions assume that Baron. 
Hardinge has been guilty. I don’t wish 
to make any such assumption at pres- 
ent.”’ 

Even the dissatisfaction that was 
aroused by the report of the Darda- 


storm of reproaches in the press over 
the revelations regarding the’ Mesopo- 
tamia expedition. Several high reputa- 
tions have been blasted by its report 
but some of the newspapers, dissatisfied 
with the comforting assurances that the 
old regime has now disappeared, de- 
man to be informed whether no dis- 
ciplinary, measures are to follow.

Seathing and Outspoken. 

It is the most scathing and outspoken 
official report of the investigation of 
any military operations since the war 
began, not eve: excluding the report on 
the ill-fated Dardanelles expedition, and 
was made public in a blue book issued 
last night. 

The report finds that the expedition 

was a justifiable military enterprise. 
but was undertaken ‘‘with insufficient 
forces and inadequate preparation,’ 
and that its initial failure, with the loss 
of Kut, was due to lack of foresight, 
to mistakes and miscalculations. 
The report frankly declares that the 
shortcomings revealed reflect discredit 
upon the urzganizing aptitude of all con- 
cerned, and aprortions the chief re- 
sponsibility to Gen. Nixom the former 
commander of the British forces in Me- 
sopotamia, and upon the Viceroy of In- 
dia, Lord Hardinge, and the Commanda- 
er in Chief in India, Gen. Sir Beau- 
champ Duff. 

J. Austen Chamberlain, Secretary for 
India, and Gen. Barrow, Military Secre- 
tary of the India Office in London, and 
the War Committee of the Cabinet it- 
self also share the responsibility. 

With regard to the Government’s mili- 
tary and naval advisers, the report says 
they approved the advance, but the pa- 
pers submitted suggest that their ap- 
proval was reluctant and perhaps partly 
induced by the natural desire not to dis- 
appoint the hopes of advantage to the 
general situationyhich the Government 
entertained. They appeared to have an- 
ticipated no difficulty in an advance on 
Bagdad, but only in holding it. 


Retrenchment Shortcomings. 

The report largely attributes the short- 
comings to the policy of indiscriminate 
retrenchment pursued for some years 
before t:e war by the India Govern- 
ment under instructions from the home 
Government. Transport and medical 
services are indicated as the weakest 
spots in the expedition, the lack of trans- 
ports preventing reinforcements from 
reaching Kut in time.

Color Blindness Test. . 

A practical test was given to see 
if the men were color blind. The ap- 
Plicant was. given a skein of yarn of

In all of the tests, if 
the’ man was proficient or his eyes 
Save the right reaction, that test was 
dropped for another; but for those in 
which there were signs of being un- 
normal, the tests became more 
searching. The sharpness of vision 
was tested with an oculist’s ordinary 
chart of leters of decreaging size, All 
tests were made without glasses. 

The examination of the ear as the 
center of the balance organism came 
next, the first test being to see if it 
were diseased. According to Dr. W. 
H. Lyman, first lieutenant in the 
Medical Officers’ Reserve Corps, who 


is in charge of the aviation examina- 
. tions, an understanding of the bal- 
ance mechanism is essential. One re- 
tains one’s balance by three things, 
his eyesight, his muscle sense and 
through he three semi-circular 
canals in the inner ear. These canals 
are at right angles to each other 
and are filled with a fluid. They are 
lined by hairlike projections which 
bend as the head is moved, sending 
the message~to the brain. | 

The applicant was blindfolded and told 
to stand still and if he swayed it was 
a sign that his balance sense was not 
normal. He was then shown a straign< 
line blindfolded and required to work 
the line for 20 feet and then backwards 
to the starting point. If he failed to do 
this he was required to hop down the 
line. All of this was easy, according to 
appiicants. 

Made Artificially Drunk. ' 

The doctor then proceeded to get them 
on an artificial drunk by making them 
dizzy. <A special chair is required fer 
this. with a rigid headrest and a foot 
brake. The applicant was blindfolded, 
placed on the chair and in 10 seconds 
was spun to the right 10 times. Tha 
doctor extended his hand and told the 
applicant to hit it with hfs finger. The 
vertigo caused by being spun to. the 
right made the applicant feel like he 
was spinning to the ieft, although he 
was really stationary. At first he would 
miss the hand by a foot, then six inches. 
and the fourth time he probably would 
hit it. 

The same test was given by spinning 
the men to the left. 

All of the tests were timed with a 
stop watch. To test, the- eye control 
of the balance sense, the candidate was 
spun 10 times in 20 seconds and his eyes 
were watched by the doctor to se> how 
long the vertigo lasted. These tests were 
for the horizontal canals.

“BEER HEART’ ‘THEORY 
Pointed Out That It Was Repu- 
diated by German Professor 
Who Advanced It. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The article pubiished in the Post-Dis- 
natch of yesterday, under the title ‘“W'ur 
Prohibition Economic Phases Are Point- 
ed Out,’ by T. N. Carver, professor of 
political economy, Harvard Univérsity. 
contains reference to Prof. Bollinger of 
the Pathological Institute, Munich, in 
which reference is made to the ‘“‘beer 
drinker’s heart.’’ This is a theory by 
Prof. Bollinger of some 15 years ago 
and has since been repudiated by the 
dector and has been abandoned, for he 
has since come out in favor of the 
temperate use of beer and wine, which 
he would not have done if the ‘beer 
heart’’ theory amounted to anything. 
Certainly, it has no bearing whatever 
upon the temperate use of beer and 
wine 

It will be noticed that in the following 
etter of Bollinger, written in 1903—that 
is, 10 years after his ‘‘beer heart’’ the- 
ory was first published by Stumpell ina 
lécture—that if he really thought the 
“beer heart” was a menace arising from 
temperate drinking he would not un- 
equivocally declare such use of beer 
and wine unobjectionable, as he does in 
liis letter. In fact, by pointing out the 
value of beer and wine as ‘relishes he 
approves of them in that capacity, 
which is the rrincipal one. 

A copy and translatior. of the-letter by 
Bauer, whose name is associated with 
that of Bollinger, which he wrote in re- 
sponse to the Fraenkel questionnaire, 
is also here quoted. 


Prof. Bollinger’s Letter. 
“Berdinand Hueppe, Professor of Hy- 
giene, University of Prague: 

“How now about the so-called beer 
heart? Following Bollinger and Bauer, 
who first observed this cendition at. Mu- 
nich in 1893, Strumpell made the mattcr 
known in wider circles in the same year 
at the meeting of German scientists at 
Nuremberg, thus undertaking the first 
assault, against beer, while up to that’ 
time only the consequences of the abuse 
of whisky had received any degree of at- 
tention. It was observed by Aufrecht 
that whisky drinkers, who naturally 
take up much less liquid than beer 
drinkers, may show the same enlarge- 
ment of the heart. On the other hand. 
it has been ascertained in the most conr- 
clusive manner, particularly in Russia, 
that the real tea drinkers may at times 
acquire similar modifications of the 


-heart, to which should be added the ex- 


perience that people whose vascular 


| system is strongly tasked by hard labor, 


show enlargements of the heart. 

“It is seen from the } facts, upon calm 
consideration of the pros and cons, that, 
just as with the other organic diseases, 
alcohol alone is not sufficient to be re- 
garded as the true or only causé; as 
most of the heavy beer drinkers get 
along without the beer heart, but that. 
on the other hand, the extra work of the 
heart, owing to the quantity of liquid, 
fs not the only cause, because Whisky 
drinkers also show these modifications. 
while in the case of the tea dfinker, be- 
sides the quantity of liquid, another 
stimulant enters into the problem. 

“In this view I am in the most com- 
plete accord with all leading pathologists 
and hygienists who command adequate 
experience. In fact, 
and Bauer 10.years later, in 1903’ after 
having in the meantime had the oppor- 
tunity at Munich to improve their ac- 
quaintance with beer hearts, declared 
unequivocally that they do not consider 
the temperate use of alcoholic beverages 
injurious for adults, and Strumpell, who 
in 1893 concluded his address as an ‘op- 
ponent of alcohol, expressed himself in 
1903 with the greatest emphasis in favo: 
of the movement for temperance and in 
opposition to abstinence. 

“Only a few weeks ago (1904) at the 
annual meeting of the German Associa- 
tion fori Internal Medicine at Leipsic the 
importance of alcohol for many medici- 
nal purposes was emphasized in the 
most decided manner as against the ef- 
forts in favor of abstinence.”

RUMANIAN SITUATION 


Soldiers Unaffected by Russian 
Revolution, Want Only 
Lost Provinces. 


By ARNO DOSCH-FLEUROT

PETROGRAD, June 27.—A new type of 
officer is gaining ascendancy in the Rus- 
sian army. Since the revolution the im- 
perial type, trained in Prussian meth- 
ods, has disappeared. In my recent visit 
to the front all the officers that I en- 


countered were men capable of talking 
straight to their soldiers as well as of 
leading them. , 
The choice of Brussiloff as commander 
was because he is himself a good choos- 
er of Generals, as I realized after meet.- 
ing the Generals of the various armie 
of the group in the Soutl.west. All wera 
characterized by democracy, a rough 
and readiness, and there was no holding 
themselves aloof frém the soldiers. 
I was struck everywhere by the demo- 
‘eratic type of officers. Even many of 
headquarters staffs are espousing the 
soldiers’ cause, and also elucidating po- 
litical problems to the troops. The 
Colonel of a splendid regiment, in an- 
nouncing Emile Vandervelde, the Bel- 
gian Cabinet Minister and Socialist, 
whom I accompanied to the front, said 
to the soldiers: 
“Here is a man who knows all about 
the questions of socialism that are wor- 
rying us. Listen to him, remember what 
he says and take his word for it. We 
are all ignorant of politics. This mar. 
we can trust.” 
Such commanders never have any trou- 
ble with their troops. They always are 
saluted and are never disobeyed. They 
represent the bulk of the Southwestern 
armies.

were able to obtain white bread and 
cake, both treats, which it is impossible 
to buy in Petrograd. 

The people are strikingly contented and 
well fed. Many of the Austrians are 
prisoners «n their own farms,’ having 
surrendered on condition that they may 
be permitted to remain and go on with 
tilling the soi! and harvesting the crops.

Herr Wolff's reference to this fact ‘s 
made in an appeal to the German peo- 
ple immediately to set about the work 
of the inner reformation cf the state as 
its most pressing task, and to join ‘n 
the international work of smothering the 
‘“firebranti demoralizing Chauvinism’’ 
wherever it appears. 

Kugene Zimmermann in the Loka! An- 
zeiger, which is now controlled by the 
pan-Germans, takes exactly the opposite 
view and holds up Russia-as a horrible 
example to those Germans who are de- 
sirous of putting the democratic spirit 
into the German institutions. The ex- 
isting system, he declared, is responsible 
for Germany's brilliant victories. In 
closing his article with an attack on 
Chancellor von  Beti:mann-Hollwegg, 
Herr Zimmermann asserts that the 
newspapers which are working for ‘‘bud 
democracy" in Germany have absoluiely 
no support by the German people—the 
Writer evidentiv choosing to ignore the 
Size of the German Socialist vote—and 
that these newspapers are the only de. 
fenders of the Chancellor, supporting 
him because they consider him the right 
man to fit in with their plans. Herr 
zimmermann calls for a “real states- 
man,” a man of deeds and not of words, 
who will put a check on these eVil re:

does not represent the genuine ‘demard 
of the hour. . 

It remained for George Bernhard .~o 
make the most startling stu ament. la 
his desire to condemn Chancellor von 
Rethmann-iHollweg for failing to declare 
openly and “plainly Germany’s war aim 
program, this writer, in the Vossiche 
Zeitung, who has been maintaining that 
the submarine campaign was steadily 
and rapidly bringing the war to a su:- 
cessful end, now says that the Germans 
must recognize that if this end is to be 
uttuined by miiltary means it will be 
only after long delay and that states. 
manship must be brought into play. 
Herr Bernhard's belief, ds intimated 
in this article and more clearly definei 
in preceding ones, i that it is possible 
to conclude a separate peace with Rus- 
sia by a skillful declaration of terms— 
an opinion of which he is now virtua'ly 
alone among German publicists.

ELF-SACRIFICE on the part of a 
man enlisting or upon the part of 
loved ones who are giving him ur 
has no value as news, I daresay. He 
is only doing his duty as are thousands 
of others—nothing exceptional in tpat, 
nthe seekers after news are apt to say. 
But I am tempted to report one case, 
anyway. Its emphasis may serve the 
purpose, at least, of throwing into relief 


those cases of slacking you pounce upon 
with such avidity. . 

Mrs. Frank McFarland of 5942 Gar- 
field ‘avenue, whom I frequently meet 
at suffrage gatherings, told me about it. 

“I was looking about for a new mar 
ket man,” she said, “because the one 
with whom I had dealt kept on neglect- 
ing to hang out the national colors. 
At random I called up Webb Brothers. 
Hamilton and North Market, and asked 
them if they had a flag flying over their 
shop. They answered ‘yes’ with so much 
enthusiasm that we proceeded to 
better acquainted.

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HELGOLAND AS A GERMAN BULWARK. 
Naval experts are speculating on the possibili- 
ties in a goncerted attack on Germany by the 
allied fleets with the object of landing troops 
back on the Hindenberg line’ An American Gen- 
eral is reported as saying that it would be worth 
the cost in ships and men. ‘“‘He was in favor of 
going after the German fleet, even if he had to 
go into Helgoland.” 

It would be folly to attack Helgoland unless by 
so doing the whole or a large part of the German 
fleet could be bottled up there and destroyed. Hel- 
goland, it ig true, has a harbor capable of holding 
the entire German fleet.

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PRICES OF CANNED GOODS. 
The Federal Trade Commission finds that 
canned vegetables which cost the wholesalers 7% 
and 9% cents are selling at retail for 17, 18 and 
20 cents a can. The consumer pays more than 
twice as much for every can of vegetables as he 
would have had to pay for it if he could have 
bought it direct from the factory. 
It would be interesting to find out just how 
much of the added 8, 9\or 10 cents per can paid 
by the consumer goes to the wholesaler, the job- 
ber and the retailer. A certain proportion of it, 
of course, is represented by fre’znt rates. What 
thefrade Commission should tell the public, after 
full investigation, is whether the total amount 
now added to the cost of canned goods, in passing 
from the factory to the producer, is a reasonable 
charge for the work of distribution. 
We would like to know whether, if these and 
other food products were distributed by the Gov- 
ernment agencies, at cost, the consumer would 
he saved from a large part of the burden of what 
appear to be extortionate prices. 
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PETER FRANK FORD &c, &c. , 
There were extenuating circumstances when 
Peter Frank von Fordaczewski Forak Kajewski, 
in applying for naturalization papers, Yailed to 
give his full name. While, unfortunately, Peter 
Frank Ford, the abridged version which he gave, 
did not comply with the law, it had much to com- 
mend it in the matter of brevity and believability.

But he is not going to take any chances on his 
name getting him into trouble in the future. He 
has asked the Circuit Court to officially remove 
all of it except Peter Frank Ford. Now, if, after 
the court has done that, he again has himself 
made over into a citizen of the United States, his 
metamorphosis will be complete from Peter Frank 
von Fordaczewski Forak Kajewski, German, to 
Peter Frank Ford, American.

LONDON TIMES’ GOOD ADVICE. 
The financial editor of the London Times warns 
his countrymen that they are not relieved of their 
own responsibility for the success of the war by 
the money, men and munitions coming from 
America. He sees a danger of “slackness’’. there 
from too great a reliance on America’s wealth, en- 
ergy and efficiency. What America does, he says, 
‘is no substitute for the efforts called for from 
ourselves.” 3 
Such an utterance is beneficial here as well as 
in England. Some have professed to see already 
faint traces of.an inclination on the part of the 
entente to “lay down on America,” so to speak.

Succeeding blos- 
soms should be cut to the ground. it 
will seem like destroying the bush to 
take go much off, but if the object is 
the production ef reses, the cutting 
away of the surplus wood will simply 
further the desired end. 

If the spring pruning hae not been suf- 
ficiently severe, the plant is likely to 
have long, naked stalks and short stems 
to the flowers, In such a case only one 
Or two strong leaf buds should be left 
on the branch when the flower is cut, so 
as to stimulate as much growth as pos- 
sible from the base of the plant. 

The temptation is great to leave wood 
where there are two or more buds-on 
one branch, some belhg small, when the 
terminal one is open. This bad practice 
can be avoided by pinching off all side 
shoots after a bud has formed on the 
énd of a branch, thus leaving the stem 
perfectly clean and willowy.

Apart from the public health aspect 
of the question, the economic side must 
be considered. Tuberculosis is common 
among cattie and tremendously wide. 
spread among hogs. The last report 


from the Bureau of Animal Industry 
shows that carcasses of 37,00 catile 
and 74,000 hogs were condemned entire- 
ly on this account, in addition to 58,- 
000 parts of cattle and 520,000 parts of 
hogs, rendered unfit for food by the 
same disease. 

The disease is spread among healthy 
herds largely by the use of by-prod-

factories. Skimmed milk which is 
taken from the creamery for the feed.

Miss Jackson bougnt a copy—two 

months old—of a New York “society 
- journal,” The news agent was puzzled— 
but thankful. The reincarnation of 

Hobbvesviile had begun. 

When Miss Geraldine Hobbs arrived in 
New York she was stunned by the great- 

ness of things and the fact that every- 

one was different from herself and her 
people. For a week she was dismayed, 
then the pride of youth came to her res- 
cue. She had come to conquer, and con- 
quer she would, 

The transformation was miraculous. In 
three months Geraldine looked, thought, 
walked, talked and acted like one who 
had never been west of Rahway, N. J. 
She was a New Yorker from her bobbing 
picture hat to her high French heels, and 
regarded upper Broadway as the center 
of social life in the town. |. 

Six months after her arrival she be- 
longed to a sextent in* a Broadway
